J.J. was later awarded Athlete of the Year 
from Special Olympics Alabama, and Ingram 
was posthumously named Coach of the Year. 
Sally Buchanan, director of public relations 
and marketing at Wallace and chairperson of 
the Ingram program, said, "John devoted his 
life to working with disabled children and 
saving lives.” Buchanan expressed 
amazement at the community's response to 
the program. "People have literally walked in 
off the street to make donations," she said. 
"One couple just gave us a check for SI,000, 
simply because they wanted to help make the 
Fire Department's job a little easier. I'm 
finding that folks get a great sense of 
satisfaction in helping others."

This course 
is a four-day lecture-driven educational 
experience for faculty at colleges and universities 
with substantial underrepresented minority 
enrollment in the biomedical sciences (African- 
American/ Alaskan Native, Hispanic/Latino, 
Hawaiian Islander, or Pacific Islander). 

The NHGRI Genome Scholars program provides 
an opportunity for tenured, or tenure-track, 
college faculty from institutions with substantial 
underrepresented minority enrollment to extend 
their mentoring of leading students through an 
extensive, shared, week-long learning experience 
at the NIH. "This program will introduce current 
issues in biology that can be integrated as a 
resource in addition to the textbook learning 
experience," said Ms. Calhoun. This year, the 
NHGRI is offering a new component - The 
Genome Scholars Program for Students. Each 
educator that is accepted to the summer program 
has the opportunity to select a promising student 
from their institution to also attend. The Genome 
Scholar’s curriculum parallels the instructor’s 
course and exposes students to aspects or careers 
in genetic research. Students become Genome 
Scholars following a week of intensive lecture 
from leading researchers, facility tours and 
hands-on laboratory experiences, and exposure to 
emerging genetic tools and technologies.

I had studied 
about the process in textbooks, but I 
understand the research much better now. I 
plan to share my first-hand knowledge in my 
classroom and I hope to enlighten my 
students on my real-world experience.” The 
SSCC Veterinary Technology Department is 
the only one of its kind in Alabama.
